Gottardi did it, a fifth win in Mt. Wilson Trml Race

The winner of the 1994 Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race was Michael Gottardi, for an incredible fifth 
time. The 27-year-old Arcadia resident also won 
in 1989, 1990, 1992, and 1993. He received a 
trophy as top male finisher given by Miner Hark- 
ness In.surance, a beautiful race medallion given 
by Judy Webb-Martin and a soccer ball given by 
Bill Birgensmith. His name will again be added to 
the large perpetual trophy. 

Incredible, too, was his time of 58.56, not 
only beating his own record, but because of the 
weather. The sun had been elusive for days. It 
suddenly appeared bright and beautiful, but in 
doing so, shot up the temperature and made it 
tough for the runners. It became "a dripping wet 
event," but Gottardi sailed through ’way ahead of 
that sea of runners. 

Winning the first finisher trophy for women 
was Janet Norem, running in the 30-39 category 
and cltKking 1:16.44. Norem is a former Pasade¬ 
na resident now living in San Luis Obispo, where 
she is a graduate .student at Cal Poly. She first ran

Brown, Thornton headline group to circulate petition 


Caroline Brown and Linda Thornton of Sierra 
Madre are headlining a group'plarittlttff^to dfdulate 
a city-wide initiative petition amending the city 
code so that the Planning Commission will consist 
of seven members instead of the change to five 
which was passed by first reading at the City 
Council meeting May 24. 

"By completing this initiative process, the law 
will be enacted and can only be changed by the 
vote of the people. We felt that even though gen¬ 
eral views of the people were made quite clear (on 
May 24), the council didn’t seem responsive to 
the peoples’ stated desires on the subject, of keep¬ 
ing the number of Planning Commissioners at sev¬ 
en. Even if the City Councilmembers change their 
minds in two weeks and allow the Planning Ci)m-

mission to stay at .seven members, we plan to gt) 
lihead with th1.S initiative .so that it cah*ffe1'y R;

How many signatures do they need? Thornton 
said,"At least 10 percent of the voters of the city, 
according to the last report of the registration by 
the county clerk to the .Secretary of State."

However, some additional details might 
be of interest in light of the current push by three 
members of the City Council for a return to a 
five-member Planning Commission." 

She explained that in June of that same year, 
1975. two Planning Commissioners completed 
their second term of .service and, along with two 
Parks and Recreation Commissioners, were 
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Caroline Brown and Linda Thornton. 


Harkness Insurance merges with Pasadena company

Talking with Miner Harkness, who is merging 
his insurance company with Golden Pacific in 
Pasadena, is like listening to an oral history 
program. The native Sierra Madrean, who will be 
65 in October, remembers all the haunts, plea¬ 
sures and fun of being raised in the village of 
Sierra Madre, from sneaking on the Red Car for 
a ride to hunting for deer in the Ha.stings Ranch 
vineyards. 

Harkness went to .school with the Ostis and 
Richters "and in the summer we went barefooted 
and challenged each other to see who could catch 
the most horned toads. Now I never see a horned 
toad," he remarks. 

"My grandfather owned the big house on Suf¬ 
folk and had a citrus ranch, and Uncle Cabot 
Yerxa wa.s the postmaster. It was fantastic grow¬ 


ing up in Sierra Madre. Un the other side of Dou¬ 
ble Drive (Santa Anita Ave.) were lots of straw¬ 
berries, and Baldwin Avenue had tall trees and 
deep gutters. We’d climb under the Red Car and 
sneak on. We could ride free as far as Huntington 
Beach. There were pastures where the Sears store 
is now (at Foothill and Michillinda) and we’d hunt 
dove and quail. It started to change when Arcadia 
was subdivided. It tt)ok away our isolation," he 
leans back in his chair and looks back into the 
past. They would go out the 605 freeway to the 
"rockcrushers" (gravel pits) and fish for blue gills. 
It was another era. 

When he attended Sierra Madre Grammar 
School, the walls between the archways would 
ri.se to allow the cool wind to come into the 
classrooms. Those archway doors were sealed in 


the earthquake retrofitting. 

Harkness played football at Wilson Junior 
High School and went on to Pasadena Junior Col¬ 
lege in the 10th grade. Then he finished two years 
at PCC and talked to his dad about joining him in 
the insurance business. But by then it was time to 
join the service, so in 1950, he became part of the 
40th Infantry Division, National Guard, and spent 
time in Japan and Korea. He worked for Aerojet 
for a year after service in 1953 in their underwa¬ 
ter division, and a year later joined his father, 
Edson Miner Harkness, at the office at 510 North 
Lake in Pasadena. 

His dad was concerned about not having a 
Pasadena address for the business when Miner 
tried to talk him into opening the agency in Sierra

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Arnold Gaffrey joined Miner Harkness Insur¬ 
ance on Aug. 1, 1980, at a time when Harkness 
most needed him. 

Miner Harkness said, "1 met him when he 
came on the (Sierra Madre) rescue team. He was 
a real smart, bright, hard-working kid. My dad 
had died and since he joined us, Arnold has been 
my right-hand man." 

Actually, Fritz Mutter and Phil Beakes, 
principals at Golden Pacific, were looking for a 
computer whiz and approached Gaffrey, Harkness 
explained. It was then that the two agencies began 
talking about merging. 

Although Gaffrey was born in Oakland. Cal¬ 
if., he and his family lived in Milwaukee, Wise., 
until Arnold was a fifth grader, in 1960. They 
moved to Temple City and that’s where the in¬ 
.surance agent grew up. 


Why (lid he cnoose to jom tne aearcu and 
Rescue Team? "Because it was something where 
I thought I could help out. When I was a Boy 
Scout, Ray Ander.son (formerly with the team) 
talked to us kids. He gave me his business card 
and I hauled it around with me for a year. It was 
years later when I was doing an EMT (Emergency 
Medical Technician) class at PCC that 1 heard 
three guys talking about mountain climbing. They 
were Jon Inskeep, Jerry Brown and John Robin¬ 
son. They talked me into applying and I was 
accepted in 1973." 

The Search and Rescue Team has been an in¬ 
tegral part of Gaffrey’s life, a life which has to be 
divided into many sections becau.se of his sharp 
mind which is needed in so many places. 

He is called "SpcK'k" by his colleagues be¬ 
cause of his uuiet obiectiveness as an operations 


leader. They also call him a "wizard." 

Gaffrey, a thin, wiry man who looks more 
like a CPA than a Search and Rescue Team mem- 
•ber, would much rather stay out of the limelight. 
While being interviewed, he continued to work on 
the computer, flashing a quick smile in the direc¬ 
tion of the reporter. He’s a low key genius type. 
He’s never kept a log, and the number of rescues 
he’s participated in has to be pried out hf him: 
2000. 

Before joining Harkness Insurance, Gaffrey 
attended PCC and Cal State Los Angeles, then 
drove with the Goodyear Ambulance Service, ul¬ 
timately moving up the latter of management. Af¬ 
ter working with Southern California Edison in 
the research lab. he decided to change careers. He 
met and married his wife, Gail, and they now

Saluting the frigate U.S.S. Constitution 
(1794) during the 20()th Anniversary Year 
of Congress authorizing the first vessels for 
the post-Revolutionary Navy 1794-1994 and 
the "1994 Armada de la Liberte" year in 
the SOth anniversary observance of D-Day, 
it is important for citizens to know "Who 
Was Jeremiah O’Brien?" One of America’s 
three remaining Liberty Ships is named in 
his honor. 

Patriot Jeremiah O’Brien was a Scotch- 
Irish lumberjack from Machias, in the 
"Province of Maine," an offspring of a 
family that settled in that area in 1765. 

Ten years later, trouble with the British 
Crown boiled over. The residents of Mach¬ 
ias were firmly pro-Colonist. In the spring 
of 1775, a shipment of Machias pine was 
loaded onto two of Captain Jones’ sloops. 

Normally, the lumber would be sold in 
Boston, but unsure of the situation there, 
the townspeople instructed Jones to sell the 
lumber along the coast. 

Capt. Jones, anxious to move his family 
away from Boston and out of harm’s way, 
ignored the instructions of the townspeople 
and went straight to Boston where he made 

a deal with the British. 

In exchange for the promise that he 
would return to Boston with a load of lum¬ 
ber to build barracks for British troops, he 
was allowed to move his family.. 

Loading his sloops with badly needed 
supplies for the Machias, Capt. Jones sailed 
from Boston, Admiral Graves of the British 
Navy wanted to be sure that the Colonist 
kept his word. He instructed the armed 
schooner Margaretta to escort Jones’ ships. 

When the ships arrived and the towns¬ 
people hard of Jones’ deal, they became an¬ 
gry. In protest, they erected a Liberty Pole. 

When Capt. Moore of the Margaretta 
saw it, he ordered it taken down, threaten¬ 
ing to fire on the town if his order wasn’t 
^followed. 

After several town meetings, a plan was 
formulated to capture the British ship. 

One of Jones’ vessels, the Unity, was 
seized for the purpose and June 12, 1776, 
with Jeremiah O’Brien in command, went 
in pursuit of the Margaretta. 

He successfully captured the British

Wardens. At any rate, they were equipped with 
tranquilizer guns and a number of darts were 
fired into the bear. He appeared groggy, but 
^idn’t go dowo-.He eventually broke into a run 
and the decision was made to kill him. 

I’m' not going to mess around with that de¬ 
cision, not knowing how many people may or 
may not have been in jeopardy. I do, however, 
have a question over why they were unsuccess¬ 
ful in downing the bear with tranquilizers. I’ve 
seen it done dozens of times without a hitch. 
You could .see two darts hanging off this bear. 
Were they using the correct dosage? Was the 
tranquilizer outdated, or of the correct type for 
this animal? Most important, what training did 
the men have who were using the tranquilizer 
guns? In this regard, we are into the "proac¬ 
tive" argument. One could expect that at some 
time in one’s "wildlife management" career this 
kind of problem might arise. The least we 
should expect out of this is an explanation as to 
why this thing didn’t work out. 

It would be easy to cluck our tongues and 
say "tough luck" and hope it doesn’t happen a- 
gain. That doesn’t say much for the future of 
bears in our area. 


You’ve heard the terms proactive and re¬ 
active? They are used either positively or neg¬ 
atively depending on who is screwing up the 
works. When an organization is proactive, they 
arc looking ahead and trying to anticipate prob¬ 
lems,..refined evenly closer, the organization 
gears up for the dark moments long before they 
have to deal with them. 

The recent "encroachment" (am I using that 
term in its broadest sense) of the black bear into 
the pool-dotted and barbecued-scented air of 
Azusa is an example. Because this unusual ev¬ 
ent caught everyone by example. Because this 
unusual event caught everyone by surprise, and 
when we are caught off guard, we tend to knee- 
jerk things, the bear was blasted into oblivion. 

I take no exception to the argument that a 
wild bear can ruin a person’s day if the bear 
decides to trouble. No, my vexation centers on 
the all-too-familiar pattern of people whose 
responsibility it is to deal with such eventuali¬ 
ties .seeming to wait in line to show us how roy¬ 
alty they can muck the thing up. 

When I saw the video of this, there were a 
number of sheriffs deputies and what appeared 
to be either Fish or Wildlife agents or Game

Oaks, we got on the'frecvlfiyif'to 
Moments later, the e|||ht-^eaf-()ld Volvo, 
which had just undergone a "checkup" the day 
before, began clanking and smoking.

He was reluctant to 
leave us "stranded," but .we insisted that he 
leave. 

Five minutes later, a car on the other side 
of the freeway backed up about a fourth of a 
mile to ask if we needed help. We also as¬ 
sured him that we were just waiting for the 
tow truck. 

Keep in mind: that’s two good Samaritans. 

The tow truck driver was just as great. He 
poured more water into the car and urged 
Don to drive about a quarter mile into Thou¬ 
sand Oaks to a station, which we did. And 
lucky we were—the only mechanic was just 
going off duty. However, before he did,

the problem: we’d blown a thermostat on one 
of the radiators (a Volvt) has two radiators).

She siiicl that when she called the City Council 
earlier, she asked it they would like her to contact 
the churches. They vehemently said. No. She 
was advised that someone would contact her. I 
thought that since I had contacted them in May 
that it would give them plenty ot lime until Dec¬ 
ember. I’m not a crank. I'm not trying to hurt any 
feelings. I offered alternatives and no one got 
back to me. So I called Joyce on Nov. 29 and he 
said that they had leased Kersting Court to the 
Chamber of Commerce and that there would be 
no city crews putting up the crecbe. 

Dodwell continued, "I feel that having the 


were shown in a photo in The News taking down 
the creche. Was Kersting Court an open park for 
all groups or just for Christians? What it the 
Moonies or a Satanic group or Neo-Nazies re¬ 
quested the use. Is it open to all comers or just 
Christians and Jews, I asked. 

"Sean Joyce explained that we wouldn’t allow 
all comers but would decide who was worthy, and 
that it would not be individuals but groups only. 
He said that if it is the end of the creche, they 
would have to say ‘no’ to everyone," Dodwell 
said. 

She told The News that she thought about that 
and realized that they (city hall staff) hold the 
right to pick and choose which group would be al¬ 
lowed to put up displays in Kersting Court and 
leave them there. If someone challenged them, 
they would have to rethink it. 

"So, until some group came along, we would 
go on as before, knowing it was not open to all 
comers," Dodwell paraphrased what Joyce had 
told her. 

"I wondered why they could not have the 
Candlelight Walk as before, then just walk on to 
a church where the creche would be placed. They 
could have the creche on church property or on 
private property or in front of a business. It was 
an intere.sting idea. I’m not trying to say dial 
Christians don’t have the right to their beliefs. I 
pay property taxes, too," Dodwell said. 


Ivy Dodwell, one of the letter-writers to The 
News in the May 26 edition, identified herself 
Friday as the person who has challenged the city 
concerning the creche that is placed in Kersting 
Court for three weeks during the Christmas sea¬ 
son. 

Her only objection is to the length of time that 
the creche is up, not to the creche itself. She told 
The News, "Even if they continue to have the 
Candlelight Walk, my question is why they leave 
it (the creche) there for three weeks. Why not just 
have the ceremony that night? I have no objection 
to that. It’s the leaving it there that bothers me. 
They can put it on private property or church pro¬ 
perty. Everyone has the right to religion in public 
and private. They don’t have the right to leave it 
on public property. The city acted illegally." 

She continued, "I don’t want them not to have 
a Candlelight Walk. I’m not against Christmas." 

Dodwell explained chronologically her contact 
with the city. She said that on May 6, 1993, she 
called Mayor Clem Bartolai, Councilmembers Lee 
Cline, Gary Adams, MaryAnn MacGillivray, 
George Maurer and then-Acting City Administra¬ 
tor Sean Joyce. Within a week all of them got 
back to her. 

"Cline and Maurer said they didn’t want to 
hear a dissenting opinion but the others were more 
open-minded. Bartolai was also concerned that 
city funds were being used because city workers

thanked for their dedication to the city. "The 
vacancies on the Parks and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion were filled two months later. The vacancies 
on the Planning Commission were not. Underway 
instead was an Interim Emergency Ordinance, N»). 
933. submitted to the City Council by the acting 
city administrator. This ordinance alluded to 
reducing the Planning Commission to five mem¬ 
bers. Two reasons given for the cut were a lack of 
appointments and some anticipation that poor 
attendance in the summer months would hold up 
projects. The ordinance was tabled." 

Brown said that the situation was worked out 
when, in February, 1976, in the reccxlification of 
the city code. The News printed that the Planning 
Commission had been reduced to five members. 
The Parks and Recreation membership stayed at 
seven. 

In June that year, 1976, the five-member 
Planning Commission asked the City Council to 
return their membership to seven; however, the 
council voted to keep the commission to five 
members. Less than two years later, the council 
voted to return the number to seven members. 

"Now, 18 years later, the citizens are again 
faced with a proposal to reduce the Planning 
Commission to five members. Many of the rea¬ 
sons given by the three City Council members in 
favor of this are difficult to comprehend and 
poorly substantiated. There are two openings. 
Appointments could have been made from the 
large number of willing Sierra Madre citizen 
volunteers, but were not. Instead, an ‘opportunity 
to reduce the Planning Commission has been put 
forward," Brown said. 

She concluded, "Opportunity does not equate 
with goixl government. Representation does. Ef¬ 
ficiency due to a smaller number of commission¬ 
ers and the resulting reduced discussion does not 
result in gotxl government either. We must realize 
that participatory demwracy is the strength of 
small towns such as Sierra Madre." 

Applicants sought 
for commissions 

Applications are now open for voluntary ser¬ 
vice on a number of city commissions and boards 
in Sierra Madre. 

There are openings on the Commission on the 
Aging, Inc., Parks and Recreation Commission, 
Planning Commission, Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion and the Library Board of Trustees. Each 
group acts in an advisory capacity to the City 
Council and typically meets once every month to 
discuss issues relating to the quality of life and 
municipal and community services offered in Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

To learn more about the role of these respec¬ 
tive commissions, a comprehensive handbook is a- 
vailable in the administrative offices of city hall 
for $4. A copy is also available for review in the 
public library and city hall. 

Applications are available at city hall and at 
the library, and they should be submitted at either 
location by 5 p.m. on Friday, June 17.

Award winning children’s books

It is always exciting to find out which 
books have been chosen to be an award-winning 
book for the year. At our Metropolitan Ciioper- 
ative Library System Children s Librarian 
business meetings, we discuss which books we 
think will win—sometimes we hit it right on the 
mark. If you have ever had the opportunity to 
be a Judge, you will understand how difficult it 
is to choose one book out of so many high 
quality children’s books to represent that year. 
As soon as the list of winners is announced, I 
then immediately order the books. If you are in¬ 
terested in reading any of these books, you will 
find a file listing all of the award-winning 
books, dating back to 1938, located on top of 
the card catalog in the children’s department. 

There are many different organizations 
which awards medals to children’s books, and 
I don’t really have the space to name them all, 
therefore. I will just mention two: 

The John Newbery Medal was donated by 
the late Frederic G. Melcher and named in 
honor of John Newbery (1713-1767), British 
bookseller and the first publisher of children’s 
periodicals to encourage original and creative 
work" in children's books. These books must 
be written by a United States citizen or resi¬ 
dent, and published during the preceding year. 

The 1994 John Newbery Medal was award 
ed to Lois Lowry, author of "The Giver." Low 
ry has received countless honors tor her books, 
among them the Boston-Globe-Horn Books 
Award, The Dorothy Canfield Fisher Award 
the California Young Reader’s Medal, and the 
Mark Twain Award. She also received the 
Newbery Medal tor her novel Number the 
Stars." 

"The Giver" is a haunting novel about a 
12-year-old boy who inhabits a seemingly ideal 
world; one without contlict, poverty, unem 
ployment. divorce, injustice, or inequality. It 
is a time in which family values are paramount, 
teenage rebellion is unheard ot. and even good 
manners are a way ot life." 

The Randolph Caldecott Medal is an award 
given to an illustrator(s) of the most outstanding 
picture book. The illustrator(s) must be a citi¬ 
zen or resident of the Lbiited States, who.se 
books were published in the U.S. during the 
preceding year. 

The Caldecott Medal was awarded to Allen 
Say, author and illustrator of Grandfather s 
Journey." Say has received several awards tor 
his writing and illustrations; ALA Notable 
Children’s Book Award. 1988 Caldecott Hoimr 
Medal, and the 1988 Boston Globe-Horn B»)ok 
Award. "Grandfather’s Journey," illustrated 
with exquisite paintings, tells of his grandtath- 
er’s life in American and Japan. Say warmly 
conveys a poignant account of his family s un¬ 
ique cross-cultural experience and his own love 
for his two ctruntries.

Madre. Miner won. And now, 40 years later. 
Miner is returning to a Pasadena addic.ss. coming 
full circle. 

It was about this time. 40 years ago. that 
Harkness Jr. began looking with envy to the 
Search and Rescue Team. "I talked to the La Lone 
brothers and had to fight to get on the team, " he 
remembers. Even after he made the grade it was 
a year before they let him go on any of their 
missions. He remembers his first; when a boy had 
fallen off the falls in San Bernardino County and 
was trapped in a pool. "For two days he yelled 
for help and no one could reach him. We got to 
him in a half hour but by then he had died of 
hypothermia," Harkness .said. 

The Sierra Madrean was responsible for "Hel- 
itac," helicopters going into the rescue field so 
that team members can rapell and jump into an 
area from the helicopter. 

"We were looking for a kid in one of the can¬ 
yons but there was no place to land. I a.sked the 
pilot if it would be OK if I jumped. I asked him 
just to hover, and I went down. It worked. Now 
the military uses this system. We, in tufn, trained 
other teams how to rescue by this methcxl and 
there were only .seven of us in Sierra Madre train¬ 
ed to do it. 

"I first thought of bhwxihounds to track and 
we had the first one. We rapelled a dog over wat¬ 
erfalls for tracking and it worked. I’ve worked 
with 16 dogs in 17 years before • finally gave it 
up. It’s demanding. Most dogs are not qualified; 
they aren’t trained properly," Harkness said. 

He has a son, Rick, an insurance broker, from 
his first wife, Pat. When he married his wife, 
Sara, she had twin sons; then he and Sara had two 
daughters, Claudine and Andrea. Sara Harkness is 
a critical care nurse at Huntington Memorial Hos- 
pital. 

F'or Miner, her training saved his life, follow¬ 
ing his accident Sept. lO, I989, in Bermuda. 

"I was there on a business/pleasure trip and 
we were going to Europe when I got home. It was 
the last day of my stay in Bermuda, and the surf 
was rough because of a hurricane in the area. I 
was due to fly home at noon but I rented a moped 
to go b*Hly surfing. I was hit by a %-year-oId 
vwHTian in a car head-on. From my eyebrows to 
my chin I had I50 fractures. My back was broken 
in five places. My femur had gone through the 
rear of my pelvis. I thought I was going to die," 
Harkness said. 

His wife flew back to Bermuda immediately 
and they decided to fly him home by Medivac jet. 
They hit South Carolina at the same time as Hur¬ 
ricane Hugo, and the airfield let them reftiel while 
everyone was aboard so that they could escape the 
storm. They went to Amarillo, Tex. to refuel and 
finally, after lO hours, landed in Burbank. 

Harkness has undergone six surgeries, twice 
on his hip. They wired his face together with 
mesh. "When I fly. I ring all the bells," he 
laughed. 

He was in the hospital for two months and has 
been in and out several times since. 

When asked if his job will change with the 
merge. Harkness said, "I will have more time to 
sell and service clients. The day-to-day manage¬ 
ment will be gone and we’ll have much larger 
markets. They have primarily large commercial 
lines and they wanted to round out and get into 
smaller personal lines. That’s exactly what we’re 
made of. We have known them for five years and 
have done business together."

Those who are for it say that California needs 
to prepare for the next drought and tho.se who are 
against the measure say that a yes vote will not 
help California to become better prepared to en¬ 
dure future water shortages. All it will do is help 
farmers pay less taxes. 

"If we’re going to be able to .survive in this 
society, we’ll have to have a handle on what to do 
with violence," Adams said while discussing ballot 
mea.sure No. 179. 

This measure, called Murder: Punishment, 
provides for a .sentence of 20 years to life upon 
conviction of second-degree murder that is com¬ 
mitted by intentionally shooting a firearm from a 
vehicle at another person outside of the vehicle 
with the intent to inflict great bodily injury. A yes 
vote means that a minimum sentence for an indiv¬ 
idual convicted of second degree murder resulting 
from a "drive-by shooting" would increa.se by five 
years, from 15 to 20 years in prison with a po.s- 
sibility of parole. 

Adams said. "We live in a society who some¬ 
how think that no one is responsible...! believe 
that anyone who has been convicted of a crime 
and has used a weapon should spend the rest of 
his life in prison...Behavior is set early in life." 

Tho.se in favor believe that 20 years will bet¬ 
ter deter and more severely punish drive-by kil¬ 
lers. 

No. 180, placed on the ballot by petition 
signers, authorizes bond issuance ot almost $2 
billion for the acquisition, development and con¬ 
servation of designated areas throughout Califor¬ 
nia. The name of the mea.sure is Park Lands, His¬ 
toric Sites, Wildlife and Forest Conservation Bond 
Act. State costs of about $3.6 billion would pay 
off the principal of $2 billion and the interest 
would be at $1.6 billion in general obligation 
bonds. 

Adams said that the state would give $926 
million to the Parks Department with $71 million 
for special projects. Going to wildlife would be 
$479 million and $236 million would go to state 
and nonprofit. It would be payable In 25 years at 
6 percent interest. 

Those against the measure feel that there are 
more urgent priorities, such as earthquake relief, 
law enforcement, education, job creation. They 
believe it is wasteful spending. Those for the 
measure believe that neighborhood parks would be 
made safer by reducing gang activity and that red¬ 
wood forests would be saved. AARP, the National 
Audubon Society and the California Organization 
of Police and Sheriffs urge constituents to vote 
yes. 

Should the state issue $2 billion in general 
obligations bonds to provide funds for earthquake 
relief and seismic retrofitting? Adams said there 
will be more ongoing measures such as this, lA, 
Retrofit Bond Act of 1994. 

The proposal would provide for the bond is¬ 
sue, allow bond proceeds to be spent for $145 
million for transportation, $265 million for public 
infrastructure, $65 million for earthquake hazard 
mitigation projects for public facilities, $950 
million for retrofitting state-owned highways and 
bridges and $575 million for loans to owners of 
owner-occupied buildings. The money would be 
appropriated from the state General Fund to pay 
off the loans. 

Adams describes the other two propositions as 
"assisting schools." Safe Schools Bond Act of 
1994, Proposition IB, would authorize the state to 
sell $1 billion in general obligation bonds to 
improve school facilities, building new schools, 
repairing existing schools, removing asbestos, 
purchasing portable classrooms, increasing school 
security, etc. This amounts to $1 billion in general 
obligation funds. 

Proposition 1C, Higher Education Facilities 
Bond Act of June, 1994, would authorize the state 
to issue $900 million in general obligation bonds 
for higher education facilities. This would include 
construction of new buildings, alteration of exist¬ 
ing buildings, the purchase of equipment. The 
state would also be authorized to purchase sites 
for certain California State University off-campus 
centers. 

Adams also describes these as "ongoing" and 
explained that the price of computers has dropped 
dramatically and that "technology continues to 
move," making these sorts of propositions neces¬ 
sary. 

Adams concluded, "The basic decision here is 
how much we want to be indebted."

Having only five volunteer commissioners to do the amount of work previously 
expected of seven is not in the best interests of the city and will likely result in less scrutiny, less 
public participation and less analysis of the consequences of proposals before the commission. 

Adoption of this initiative will render the number of commissioners unchangeable other than 
by a vote of the people; a necessary remedy in the face of a Qty CourKil not responsive to the will 
of the people.

Madre. "That is only one example of what’s need¬ 
ed...There was a revision in 1978 but that’s it. 
The point behind the lawsuit is that there are 
serious problems. We have a new city manager 
and a planning director for the first time. The city 
is subject to a legal challenge because they’ve said 
that everything is fine. They have responded to 
the possible lawsuit by appointing a steering coHir ,

He explained that two years ago.tlw. city re¬ 
ceived a letter from the state that said "if we don’t 
submit to a General Plan, they would take legal 
action." 

Mayor MaryAnn MacGillivray said that the 
city had put in motion several things before the 
lawsuit. "We are preparing for ah extension. We 
now have a General Plan Committee. We met 
with Broiles (Steven) and informed him of our 
progress so that he could stay the lawsuit. We 
were already in the process before the lawsuit was 
filed." 

She said that the threat of the lawsuit did not 
precipitate council's action. Council already had 
the extention in process, had recruited and com¬ 
mitted four of the five committee members, and 
had given the project a priority position. 

Doyle explained that every five years an 
analysis should be done. "We need to know if we 
have enough housing. Who rents? Who owns?...A 
lot of older homes need renovating. There is a 
sizeable older population because that’s where 
they’ve lived." 

MacGillivray pointed out that the last time the 
Housing Element (part of the General Plan) was 
looked at was for a population of 15,0(X) and the 
town didn’t grow. 

Doyle responded that if the city doesn’t plan 
and adopt a General Plan, the state will take it 
away and "nothing will happen." 

Gordon Miller said that the state requires a 
General Plan because the Legislature has acknowl¬ 
edged the need for an officially adopted statement 
of local policy concerning a community’s develop¬ 
ment. After a plan is formed it must be reviewed 
annually concerning the capital improvement pro¬ 
gram and should urge the public’s interest and 


understanding of the plan. 

Miller said it is not just a wish list. It must 
provide concrete direction for decision-making. It 
must provide a basis tor rational decision making 
concerning development and must be a clear and 
useftil guide. Not only must it have text but must 
also include diagrams, and it must be edited with 
a non-planner in mind to ensure that the public 
cii’^ftirsiaiKS'li. It must be’available to everyone 
since citizen participation is of the utmost import¬ 
ance. 

Miller suggested the planning process: identify 
issues, opportunities, assumptions; formulate 
goals; collect and analyze data; revise goals and 
determine objectives; develop and evaluate alter¬ 
native plans; select and adopt the preferred plan, 
implement the General Plan; monitor and amend 
the Plan. 

He quoted from the book on how to build a 
General Plan, "The prize is a well-planned suc¬ 
cessful community... Hearings shou Id be conducted 
in an open, professional, and fair-minded man¬ 
ner... Local agencies should encourage public in¬ 
put by scheduling an adequate number of meet¬ 
ings." 

He continued, "A citizen can determine a cit¬ 
y’s or county’s commitment to its General Plan by 
the manner in which local officials implement the 
plan’s goals and policies." 

Doyle concluded by explaining that a General 
Plan is like a Constitution. "All decisions could be 
in reference to the City Plan and its seven ele¬ 
ments: land use, circulation element, housing cl- 
emept, conservation, open space, noise and safety 
(which would include where the earthquake faults 
are in the area). 

Once the General Plan is together, that is Just 
the beginning. It g(x;s to the Planning Commission 
for a public hearing, a land use map is created for 
the city and then it goes to the City Council for a 
public hearing.
